The withdrawal of the American representative 
from the reparations commission accords with the 
position which the United States is taking less and 
less vaguely.

Bismarck, N. D., Feb. 20.—The Bank 
of North Dakota, state owned and 
operated, will be opened to private as 
well as public deposits tomorrow. 
Branches will be opened in each of the 
fifty-three counties in the state. 

This was decided upon today by the 
state industrial commission. A resolu- 
tion said the action was taken because 
the North Dakota Bankers’ association 
“signified the desire of the bankers of 
the state to have the Bank of North Da- 
kota enter into competition with them 
for deposits.”’ ; 

“There appears to be a concerted ef- 
fort on the part of privately owned 
banks which are unable to meet their 
obligations,” said the resolution, “to 
detract attention from themselves by 
refusing to cash checks drawn on the 
Rank of North Dakota or by it, which 
concerted action by the crippled pri- 
vate bankers’ system would make it 
extremely difficult for depositors to 
carry active checking accounts with 
the Bank of North Nakota.”’
